TWO /DWINISTRATIVE REPORTS BY 
LOS ANGELES CITY BUREAU 





Recommendations for improvement of the 
organization, administration and manage- 
ment of the City of Los Angeles Bureau 
of Right of .jay and Land and the Board of 
Mechanical Engineers were contained in two 
reports recently submitted to the Mayor and 
Council by F.M.Cumminzs, Director of the 
City's Bureau of Budget and Efficiency. 

Significant characteristics of both 
reports are sections on work measurement, 
internal management, board administration 
and other matters of administration ro- 
quiring action by the hiayor and Council 
or the respective board concerned. 

Carl F. Pahl, John K. Cranmer and 
Duane A. Tuttle of the Budget and Effi- 
ciency Bureau's staff prepared the report 
on the Bureau of Right of Way and Land, 
which was issued in July 1946 together 
with supporting charts, tables, schedules 
and recommended forms. Among the forty- 











one specific recommendations is one call- 
ing for a redefinition of the tax deeded 
land function so that its paramount pur- 
pose will be "the return of tax deeded 


lots to the tax rolls" and another point- 
ing to administration of the function in 
a manner “coordinated with and an adjunct 
to the Los Angeles County program". 
Twenty-one recommendations deal with im- 
provements in management and are excel-- 
bnt examples of the practical application 
of current thinking in the management 
field. 

The second report on the Board of 
liechanical Engineers..., a licensing and 
inspection (boilers, elevators, etc.) unit, 
eeeWAaS prepared by Carl F. Pahl and Harold 
Re Fox and issued in August 1946. The au- 

ors recommend transfer of the functions 
now performed by the Board of Mechanical 
Engineers to the Board of Building and 
Safety Commissioners and that “Policy- 
making decisions only be handled by the 
Board and managoment matters be delezated 
to the General Manager." Besides being of 
interest to those concerned with the proper 


place and function of administrative board, 


the report has added attraction because of 
the space devoted to development and appli- 
cation of work measurement units to this 
field of inspection. 


LOS ANGELES COUNTY BUREAU 
TRAINS ADMINISTRATORS 








"Proof of the pudding" of the value of 
training for administrative careers comes 
from the report, Personnel Record--Student 
Research Technicians, issued in September 








1946 by the Bureau of Administrative Re- 
search of Los Angeles County. Personnel 
histories for 46 trainees who have spent 
a year in closely supervised work in the 
Bureau indicate that the experience has 
yielded substential return. Of the 46 
who have "graduated" from the program 
since its inception in 1933, nine, nearly 
20% of the group, are in positions with 
salary rangos exceeding $6000 per year. 

The Bureau training program provides 
practical supervised experience in ad- 
ministrative research problems to pro- 
mising college graduates who are inter- 
ested in making public service a career. 
Trainees are selected thru regular chan- 
nels of county civil service for full- 
time work at a low rate of compensation. 
The training period provides for the stu- 
dent technician to assist regular staff 
members in studies of organization, per- 
sonnel, work flow, and budget analysis. 
In the last six months of the training, 
simple investigations are assigned di- 
rectly to the student technicians to be 
completed under close supervision. 

Informal lectures by staff analysts 
and administrators from various offices 
in the county service are provided in a 
phase of the program designed to acquaint 
students with such topics as "Methods of 
Interviewing", “Analysis of Statistics", 
and “Use of Units of Measurement". Field 
trips to county departments, institutions 
and projects provide an overall view of 
the operation of local government. 

Attendance at county training classes 
in job relations, job training, and job 
methods give students a background for 
supervisory problems and techniques, 
while directed reading in current litera- 
ture of public administration together 
with attendance at professional and staff 
meetings keeps them in touch with devel- 
opments in other agencies. Evening 
classes sponsored by one of the univer si- 
ties are availabie to trainees.
